Insurance Sent Congress 


Wagner Bill Provides 


Against 'Hazards' 
of Modern Life. 


Major Points 


In Wagner Bill 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 — 


'(AP)—Making its long-her- 
alded attack on the problems 
of 
"social security," t h e 


Roosevelt administration laid 
before congress today a five- 
point program designed as 
protection against what it 
terms the "hazards" of mod- 
ern existence. 


Topped by a special message 


from President Roosevelt, the pro- 
gram was unfolded in a 40,000 
word report by the president's 
cabinet committee on security 
and specifically in a bill drafted 
by Senator Robert F. Wagner 
(D., N. Y.). 


In brief, the Wagner bill, fol- 


lowing closely the recommenda- 
tions of the cabinet committee 
headed by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins, provided: 


(1). Compulsory unemployment 


insurance tp be paid for by em- 
ployers through a payroll tax. 
This would start at 1 per cent 
next January 1 and would be in- 
creased to 3 per cent January 1, 
1938. 
However, if business picked 


up fast the 3 per cent level would 
be reached sooner. 


(2) Compulsory 
i n s u r a n c e 


against poverty-stricken old age, 
for wage earners and small sal- 
aried workers, to be paid for by 
employers and employes on a 50- 
50 basis. 


(3) Old age pensions for the 


needy aged who could not be 
covered by the compulsory insur- 
ance, to be paid for by the fed- 
eral and state governments. 


(4) A voluntary federal an- 


nuity system for those who would 
not be included in the compul- 
sory plan and^whotould afford 
to save for their old age out of 
incomes larger than those to be 
affected by the compulsory plan. 


(5) Large federal grants 
to 


states lor aid to needy and iu 
mothers and children; extension 
of the public health service. 


$100,000,000 Appropriation. 


' The Wagner bill carried ap- 
propriations totaling nearly $100,- 
000,000 to finance the program 
during the fiscal year starting 
next July 1- Authorizations for 
spending more than $200,000,000 
each year thereafter also were in- 
cluded. 
Those figures were fixed despite 


the cabinet committee's warning 
that the cost of old age pensions 
would be so high by 1980 "that 
further careful studies must be 
given them" with a view to lim- 
iting government contributions.

Miss., Decem- 
ber 9; theft of the body of a girl 
from a grave in Indiana and 
desecration of burial places of 
four women at Ferndale Mich. 


The women's heads were found 


in a trunk owned by the negro. 


The body of Mrs. Turner had 


been mutilated and portions of it 
were found in the negro's pos- 
session when he was arrested last 
week in Cleveland. 


He was paroled last June from 


the Indiana institution where he 
was serving a sentence for theft 
of the girl's body. Although own- 
ership of the trunk in which the 
heads of the other four women 
were found eight years ago was 
traced to him by Ferndale au- 
thorities while he was still in- 
carcerated the case was permit- 
ted to lapse. 


Presed for a reason for slaying 


the Turners the negro was quoted 
by Rice as saying: 


"I just had the impulse to kill 


somebody.

State Tax Commissioner W. H. 


Smith's annual report, a 153-page 
pamphlet, issued Thursday con- 
tains an interesting new feature— 
a comparison of four representa- 
tive years of farm land assess- 
ments in the state. 


Smith selected 1908, 1913, 1929 


and 1934 as bases of comparison. 
Average assessment values per 
acre of farm lands in the state, 
as listed In the pamphlet: 


1908—29.60. 
1913—531.30. 
1929—$38.60. 
1934—$24.43. 


Smith's report shows that tax 


values of all property in the state 
have been cut a third in the past 
four years, from approximately 
three billion dollars to about two 
billion.

FOR BANK GANG 


Seek Murder, Kidnaping 


Indictments Against 


Illinois Trio. 


LA SALLE, 111.. Jan. 17—(AP) 


—The state planned swift punish- 
ment today for three surviving 
members of a quartet of bank ban- 
dits who shot it out with armed 
posses, leaving three dead, includ- 
ing one of their own number. 


State's Attorney Elmer E. Mohan 


announced he would go before the 
grand jury Monday to seek indict- 
ments against the trio charging 
murder, kidnaping, attempted rob- 
bery with a gun, and larceny of 
an automobile. 


The gunmen killed a bank offi- 


cial, Charles Bundy, 54, and Sher- 
iff Glenn Axline of Marshall coun- 
ty and wounded three others. One 
of the marauders, Melvin Leist, of 
Rockford, committed suicide just 
before the band was captured. 


With savage ferocity, the gang 


tried to blast their way to freedom 
when thwarted by bank guards in 
an attempt to loot the Leonore, 111., 
State bank. 


Forcing a salesman and 13-year- 


old Norbert Maas into an auto the 
robbers roared out of town. Twice 
the gangsters and possemen met 
and 
exchanged 
raking 
blasts. 


Bundy and Sheriff Axline fell 
dead, and Charles Seipp, county 
supervisor, was wounded. 


The killers raced to a farm near 


McNabb, after pushing the sales- 
man from the car, but keeping 
Maas, who was wounded, as a 
hostage. Two of the band, Fred 
Gerner, 30, Rockford, and John 
Hauff, 25, Chicago, rushed into a 
farmhouse with the wounded lad, 
while the others, Leist and Arthur 
Thielen, Rockford, fled into a 
nearby thicket. 


Lloyd George Favors 
Roosevelt Program on 
Unemployment Problem 
BANGOR, Wales, Jan. 17—</P) 


—David Lloyd George, wartime 
prime minister of Great Britain, 
today described the British dole 
as humiliating and said his an- 
swer to the problems of unem- 
ployment would be "exactly the 
same as President Roosevelt gave 
congress the other day." 


He spoke before 10,000 persons 


as he celebrated his 72nd birth- 
day with a suggestion of "a new 
deal" for Great Britain. 


He proposed setting up a pow- 


erful and permanent brain trust. 


Capital for carrying out the 


brain trust's program would be 
raised each year, he suggested, 
and added that he thought "pros- 
perity loans" would be "oversub- 
scribed by an eager and enthusi- 
astic public." 


He suggested international co- 


operation in finance and said he 
believed "the United States . . . 
would co-operate with us in any 
action on broad lines."

walked several miles from the 
frontier to the railroad station in 
this town where the French of- 
fered them protection.

French officials, asserted their 
lives had been threatened.

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Social Security, A Sound 


Ideal 


N 


O UTTERANCE which has come from 
the 


White House in this amazing era is fraught 


with greater significance than the 
message of 


Franklin Roosevelt delivered to congress Thurs- 
day on the subject of social security. It charts this 
nation on new seas. It sends the ship of state out 
upon a voyage America never heretofore has un- 
dertaken. It is, in reality, the beginning of a new 
era in the history of the world's oldest and great- 
est democracy. 


Indirectly, at least, it attempts both by volition 


and compulsion to ingrain principles of thrift in 
people who as a mass never bothered its head 
about the emergencies of rainy days or the certain 
fate of improvident old age. 
And why 
should 


they? Up until 1910, there was a refuge for fail- 
ure, the beckoning fingers of new lands 
where 


young and old alike, who had not succeeded, might 
re-establish themselves. The president speaks of 
it as the hazards of modern life. Those hazards 
are many and varied. They are precipitated by the 
complete utilization of most of the nation's natural 
resources, by the development of the machine, by 
the changing trends in business and industry; by 
the natural increase in population and by many 
other factors. 


Who will not sympathize with the brave words 


in which-Mr. Roosevelt calls attention to the main 
objectives of an American program. "Among 
these was, and is, the security of the men, women, 
and children of the nation against certain hazards 
and vicissitudes of life. This purpose is an essen- 
tial part of our task. The establishment of stfund 
means toward a greater future economic security 
of the American people is dictated by a prudent 
consideration involved in our national life. No one 
can guarantee this country against the dangers of 
future depressions, but we can reduce these dan- 
gers. We pay now for the dreadful consequence of 
economic insecurity—and dearly. This plan pre- 
sents a more equitable and infinitely less expen- 
sive means of meeting these costs. ..The detailed 
report sets forth a series of proposals that will ap- 
peal to the sound sense of the American people. It 
has not attempted the impossible nor has it failed 
to exercise sound caution and consideration of all 
the factors' concerned, the national credit the 
rights and responsibilities of states, the capacity of 
industry to assume financial responsibility. It is 
overwhelmingly important to avoid any danger of 
permanently discrediting the sound and necessary 
policy of federal legislation for economic security 
by attempting to apply it on too ambitious a scale. 
The place of such a fundamental in our future 
civilization is too precious to be jeopardized now 
by extravagant action.. It is a sound idea—a sound 
ideal." 
* * » 


TN BRIEF, the president's recommendations 
are 


these: 
1.—Unemployment compensation. 
2.—Old age benefits, including compulsory and 


voluntary annuities. 


3.—Federal aid to dependent children through 


grants to states for the support of existing mothers' 
pension systems and for services for the protection 
and care of homeless, neglected dependent, and 
crippled children. 


4. 
Additional federal aid to state and local 


public health agencies and the strengthening of the 
federal public health service. 


The broad implications of these separate aims 


constitute the most pretentious social program pre- 
sented in any country. 
They represent a big 


mouthful: far too much to be consumed without 
deliberation. There is this essential fact to be rec- 
ognized. Much of the criticism directed against Mr. 
Roosevelt and in the main, it has been a subdued 
murmur set afloat by a certain element in Ameri- 
can business, was based upon the charge there was 
a lack of dcfmiteness and certainty to the program. 
It veered with the winds, it said, with the sails 
adroitly set to catch even the faintest, wind. That 
is the difference between the policies of an emer- 
gency character and a permanently planned pro- 
gram. This is the permanent plan, without any 
reference to the events since 1929. save for the toll 
which that crash exacted. Even in the palmiest 
days of the boom, more than 2 million men were 
idle and unemployed. Even at the height ol the 
the orgy of spending, of luxury, and of comfort old 
age had its sting, helpless children were ignored. 
and the tragedy of sickness within the family left 
a trail which in many cases was visible for years. 
All these things are a matter of common knowl- 
edge and common experience. The cynic, we sup- 
pose, will shrug his shoulders, lift his eyebrows, 
and dismiss the problem of social responsibility 
with the anesthetizing view that it was always thus 
in the world: that poverty is eternal: that old age 
always has carried and always will carry it' trage- 
dy, and that men will be idle, unless they them- 
selves make their opportunity. 
* * * 


TOHE race is strong and fiercely fought. So frc- 
•"• «paent3y it has seemed that to the relentless and • 


to the heartless has gone the reward. Ambition, 
greed, the lust for power and for wealth—there 
never has been a civilization which v/as not con- 
fronted by them. 


Neither was there a pretentious civilization until 


America was born that held out the hope of op- 
portunity, the belief of equality, the 
glittering 


ideals of justice, or subscribed to the philosophy 
that humanity is entitled to bodily 
comfort and 


mental peace. 


So here it is, with the start of a new year—a 


busy twelve months in which there is to be estab- 
lished in America a definite attempt in the con- 
quest for social security. The concrete plan out- 
lined is, as the president said, an exceedingly mod- 
est one. The funds needed to initiate it amount to 
100 million dollars, an eighth of the amount the 
United States spent in 1934 for its army and navy 
to safeguard it against armed attack, the price of 
four first class battle cruisers. The president was 
well within the facts when he said he was not pro- 
posing to project America into a pretentious ex- 
periment which would destroy itself by its own ex- 
travagance. He is bringing forward 
an humble 


start toward a goal which must appeal to the bet- 
ter instincts of mankind.

HIS from the pen of Harry Carr in the Los An- 


geles Times of recent date: 


"Today the long boulevards are whizzing with 


tourist cars from the east—Michigan, New York, 
and New Jersey. I have never seen so many out 
of the state cars in any other year. 
The occu- 


pants are nice looking people in good cars. Their 
baggage piled on the rear of the cars suggests a 
long visit. It is no need to tell me otherwise; I 
have seen too many other booms start. This is go- 
ing to be a gorgeous year for California. The tour- 
ists are coming early. On the other hand, flies in 
the ointment.. .two tumbledown cars from Nebras- 
ka jammed with children, tattered household fur- 
niture piled upon the rickety top. No one could 
have more sympathy with those out of luck than 
has California. It has always been an open- 
handed state. But it is unfair to our own people 
that these indigent flivver tourists should invade 
this state at a time when the community chest is 
straining every resource to take care of our own 
people. Let Nebraska take care of their own; and 
we will look after ours." 


Well, ain't ,that something! 
Down the street the other day, there was a 


couple of indigent flivvers bearing California li- 
senses. It seems people are going places. From 
the pale sickly shores of California, the grass looks 
greener in Nebraska. And in Nebraska, the ane- 
mic vegetation which California coaxes from the 
sand with a liberal dose of water looks better than 
in this state.

the valleys here echoed to the ox cart and 


the creaking covered wagons while '49ers turned 
their faces toward Mr. Carr's smug paradise. Some 
of those '49ers didn't look so hot either, but they 
and their sons and their daughters turned out to 
be pretty useful citizens, and they built what pre- 
tends to be a great state, which, having exhausted 
the gold in the hills, now lives by holding out the 
latchstring to suckers with well-filled purses. 


Tardy With the Check. 


TF BOND companies had set about to arouse pop- 
•*• ular indignation deliberately, 
they could not 


have succeeded better than by adopting the .course 
followed in Nebraska with reference 
to 
surety 


underwriting for the newly elected public officials. 
It was late in December before any intimation was 
given that premiums for official bonds were to be 
increased. Yet, in the instance of the state treas- 
ury, and the county treasurers scattered over the 
state, the bonding companies knew what was go- 
ing to happen months ago, and could have notified 
the officials immediately after the election results 
became known. 


Such is the stupidity which business frequently 


reveals. 


A conservative estimate of the premiums collect- 


ed on official .bonds given in Nebraska places them 
at $420,000 for the biennium. The increase de- 
manded by the' companies raises the premiums a 
fourth, or $105,000. For the biennium which is 
underway, then, the aggregate of premiums will be 
$525,000, all of which comes out of the taxpayers' 
pockets. 
Coupled with the requirement of much 


more detailed and rigid audits, it is not unlikely 
that the added expense will range up to a quarter 
of a million^ dollars. 


No one desires to try to tell the bonding com- 


panies how to run their business. It is theirs, and 
they may handle it in any way they see fit 
But 


a bonding company needs good will the same as 
any other business, and the course followed in Ne- 
braska is not likely to contribute to that end. The 
best evidence may be seen in the bill introduced 
to place the state in the banking business. And it 
is not confined solely to Nebraska. In other states, 
there are bills reflective of irritation.

is sound sense in the statement of Deputy 


State Superintendent Cushing to the effect that 


the people of Nebraska will never consent to any 
large program which involves federal support of 
schools if it also involves federal control. In this 
connection he calls attention to the Nebraska con- 
stitutional provision that the legislature shall pro- 
vide for the free instruction in the common schools 
of this state of all persons between the ages of five 
and twenty-one years. 


This being the case it would require a constitu- 


tional amendment in order that the state should 
abdicate its control over the public schools, and it 
is absolutely certain that Nebraskans would never 
adopt such an amendment They are far too jeal- 
ous of their own right to direct locally the system 
under which their children shall be educated, 


For a number of years a movement has been on 


foot to take the control and direction of the schools 
away from the people most directly interested and 
place the same in the hands of a bureau at some 
distant point These efforts have been steadily re- 
sisted, and thus far with success. 


It is of course necessary that the state should 


have an educational department in order that the 
laws enacted by the legislature, pursuant to the 
provision of the constitution, may be properly and 
uniformly carried out and that other administra- 
tive functions may be fulfilled. But when it comes 
to local pffairs the citizens will insist that they are 
the ones to attend to them, and that there shall be 


TSO outside interference. 


The people of Nebraska, as well as of most of 


the other states, are justly proud oJ the school 
system built up by them, arid they will tolerate no 
alteration therein save upon their own initiative. 


HOW NOSE FUNCTIONS 


IN PREVENTING COLDS 


Nature did not intend us to be 


mouth-breathers ,and she provided 
in the nose a wonderful mechan- 
ism for treating the outside air 
before 
it 
is 


taken into the 
internal organs. 


The mucous 


m e m brane of 
the nose has a 
large 
number 


of functions. It 
performs them 
by forcing the 
outside air to 
pass 
over 
a 


large 
amount 


of 
membrane 


surface. 
Ana- 


tomically it is 
arranged 
f o r 
_ 
this purpose by 
** Ctendento* 


being thrown into folds by a num- 
ber of thin curving bones, which 
nearly fill the space inside the 
nose, thus forcing the air into in- 
timate contact with them. These 
curved bones are covered with a 
mucous membrane which is thick 
and constantly secreting mois- 
ture. 


The first function of the nose 


is to filter particles out of the 
air. This is done partly by hair 
at the nostrils, partly by the size 
and position of the nostrils them- 
selves, and partly by the com- 
paratively narrowed aperture at 
the nostril end of the nose. 


The second function 
of 
the 


mucous membrane of the nose is 
ste'rlization. 
Experiments 
have 


shown that it is capable of killing 
practically all germs with an ef- 
ficiency and speed which far out- 
do the claims made for any anti- 
septic or mouth wash. While this 
function is intact, 
the body is 


safe from invasion through the 
respiratory passages. 


In the third place, it warms 


the air as if it were a coil of 
pipes, which, indeed, is practically 
what it is. This protects the mu- 
cous membrane of the lower part 
of the breathing apparatus from 
chilling, spasm ,and resultant loss 
of defenses. 


Lastly, the nose moistens the 


air and is, in fact, an air condi- 
tioner of the first grade. The very 
hot and dry 
condition 
of our 


homes and offices in the winter in 
the United States, and the conse- 
quent extra work that is put upon 
this humidifying function of the 
nose, is probably partly the cause 
of the preponderance of colds in 
winter weather. 


Anything that 
breaks down 


these functions is likely to cause 
recurrent colds .Thus a chronic 
infection of the nose or 
of 
its 


sinuses, renders the subject liable 
to catching cold at frequent inter- 
vals. Changes in temperature and 
chills and drafts may put an ex- 
tra burden 
upon the mucous 


membrane of the nose. Of course 
anything which lowers the gen- 
eral bodily resistance will do the 
same thing.

The constitution- 
al and legislative bond require- 
ments are outrageous. Why should 
any state officer give bond, that 
is, one elected by the people? I 
have no objection to bonding ap- 
pointive officers and employes, as 
the people themselves had no 
hand in the selections; but even 
then, it occurs to me the amount 
spent for such premiums would 
be better invested in regular au- 
dits and full publicity regarding 
the various offices. 


Naturally, in the circumstances, 


we must put 'em up. But what 
about two years hence? Shall we 
wait for—say $20,000 premium— 
tocoerce us again? I shall watch 
the future with interest, for it 
galls me to have lived some fifty 
years in what I thought a sover- 
eign state, only to find it under 
the mandate of a bonding cor- 
poration.

Senate Committee Rec- 


ommends 100 Millions 


For Coming Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17—(AP) 


—The senate agriculture commit- 
tee voted today to recommend that 
$100,000.000 be made available for 
crop and seed loans to farmers for 
the coming year. 


Amending the bill by Senator 


Smith 
(D-SC), the 
committee 


doubled the total amount it pro- 
posed for such loans and the 
amount that the individual farmer 
might receive. 


As amended, the bill would per- 


mit a farmer to receive $500 as a 
normal loan for feed and seed re- 
quirements, while under emerg- 
ency conditions the amount would 
be increased to $700. 


"The cost of living has gone up," 


explained Chairman Smith of the 
committee. 
"It was the unanimous opinion 


of the committee that this was the 
most helpful of the loans to farm- 
ers the government has made." 


The house agriculture committee 


has recommended only $40,000,000 
for crop and seed loans.

Paroled Convict Also Cap- 


tured as Man Who 


Furnished Guns.

TIARY, Cal., Jan. 17—(fl5)—Police 
guns roared the roundup early to- 
day of the desperado blamed for 
smuggling guns to four convicts 
who 
made a desperate, 
futile 


break for freedom that cost the 
life of their leader. 


Clyde Stevens, paroled convict 


and San Francisco bank robber 
who the surviving convicts said 
furnished the pistols used in the 
San Quentin prison break yester- 
day, 
was captured 
early this 


morning by a police posse on 
Sherman island, about 50 miles 
from here. 
Officers announced 


three others were captured with 
him, two of them falling wounded 
under police fire. 


Capt. Charles Dullea of 
the 


San Francisco police, who led 14 
officers in the foray on the island, 
identified the other three as Al- 
bert Kessell, companion of Stev- 
ens; Eugene Martini and Stuart 
Leese. Kessell and Martini were 
both wounded in the hand in the 
fusillade 
that accompanied the 


raid. 


Warden Is Slugged. 


Meanwhile physicians reported 


Warden James B. Holohan, veter- j 
an prison official, had a good 
chance of. recovering from the 
merciless slugging given him by 
the convicts as they broke from 
prison. 


Three of the convicts were back 


in custody; -their leader Rudolph 
Straight, 35, fatally wounded in 
the gun battle that ended their 
spectular two hours of freedom. 


Four members of the board of 


prison terms and paroles, two of 
them 
slightly wounded, were 


shaken by a terrifying experience 
as hostages for the fleeing prison- 
ers. 


It was shortly after noon that 


the convicts, Straight, an Alameda 
robber; Alexander Mackay, Los 
Angeles robber; Joe Christy, 26, 
Los Angeles kidnaper, and Fred 
Landers, 27, San Francisco rob- 
ber, staged their break. 


Raid Warden's Home. 


Armed with .45 caliber auto- 


matic pistols, they raided the home 
of Warden Holohan where the 
board of prison terms and paroles 
was lunching with the official.. 


H o l o h a n was slugged by 


Straight, his skull fractured and 
his face badly lacerated. 


The board members—Frank B. 


Sykes, chairman; Warden Ather- 
ton, 
Stockton attorney; Joseph 


Stephens, Sacramento banker, and 
Mark F. Noon, 
secretary—were 


forced to exchange clothes with 
the convicts and herded into the 
warden's automobile outside the 
house. 


Two prison guards were seized 


and taken along as iurthcr pro- 
tection. Out the prison's rear gate, 
which guards opened on threats of 
death to the hostages, sped the 
car.The alarm was spread quickly, 
hundreds of officers from every 
nearby district rushed to stop the 
fleeing prisoners. Two army air- 
planes from 
nearby Hamilton 


field took up the chase. 


Over the highways, the con- 


victs darted 54 miles northward 
with police streaming after them. 
The trailing posse fired hesitant- 
ly for fear of striking the host- 
ages. 
Bullets whined through 


redwood trees bordering the high- 
way, as the convicts shot back. 


The t w o abducted guards, 


Harry Jones and C. L. Doose, and 
Noon were released as the con- 
victs sped toward Valley Ford, 
where their car, its rear tires shot 
away by the pursuing officers, 
went into a ditch. 
The convicts hid in a creamery, 


leaying the other members of the 
prison board by the roadside. 


The first posses arriving nearly 


shot the board members, thinking 
they were the convicts. 


The posse, led by Sheriff Max 


Blum, t h e n 
surrounded the 


creamery. 


Straight poked his head out and 


levelled a gun at the officers. A 
withering burst of fire from their 
guns dropped him, fatally wound- 
ed, and the other convicts came 
out with their hands in the air. 


During the pursuit Sykes was 


wounded in the hip and Stephens 
grazed, but neither was seriously 
injured. 


The three 
captured convicts 


said the guns were brought into 
the prison grounds unwittingly 
by a public works employe, after 
tfie weapons were secreted by 
outside aides in 
his car, from 


which they 
were 
removed by 


one of the convicts and hidden. 


Stevens, the 
paroled 
convict, 


shot his way through a police 
trap in a San Francisco bank 
holdup last Friday.

Lift Ban On Soybean 


Stock Feed Mixtures 


All restrictions on the sale of 


livestock feed, with the exception 
of hay and oats, held in commis- 
saries outstate by the FERA have 
been lifted and such feed is avail- 
able to any individual in any sized 
lots, J. F. Lawrence, extension 
leader in drouth organization, an- 
nounced Thursday. 


The ruling permits the sale of 


soybean-hay-molasses mixture to 
all Nebraska farmers. Heretofore, 
distribution 
was restricted 
in 


quantities and also to individuals. 


Although the soybean feed is 


comparatively new to many Ne- 
braska fanners, Lawrence said it 
is proving popular. It comes in 
100-pound bags and countains 70 
per cent soybean hay and 30 per 
cent molasses. Approximately 300 
carloads have 
been 
shipped to 


Omaha for processing and the feed 
is now available in commissaries 
outstate. 


The mixture furnishes a bal- 


anced ration for work horses or 
milking cows, R. R. Thalman of 
the college of agriculture, says. It 
is not necessary to feed other sup- 
plements although the daily ration 
can be cheapened by mixing it 
with straw or fodder for cows not 


DRYS ADD POINT 
TO LAWPROGRAM 


Suggest Counties Stay 


Out Of Wet Cplumn 


Until Ballot 


Nebraska drys, in conference to 


promulgate a liquor control pro- 
gram, late Wednesday added a 
fifth point to their legislative pro- 
gram which will be presented to 
the lawmakers in the near future, 
as an expression of what drys are 
seeking in the way of regulations. 


The new point, introduced by 


Mrs Iva Innis, state president of 
the W. C. T. U., asks that the coun- 
ties that voted dry in the last elec- 
tion be declared dry territory un- 
til they vote wet. The drys' com- 
plete program, based on county 
option, follows: 


1. Tr^at at each general election each 


county and ea>-h city shall vote whether 
it shall be wet or dry. 


2 
That each liquor dealer1: be com- 


pelled to give a bond for (a) compliance 
with the regulatory laws and (b) com- 
pensation to any injured parties. 


3. That ad«ei Using of liquor and the 


traffic 
eithT personal or by mail, be 


f01 bidden. 


4 
That tl« state appropriate funds 
to carry on an educational campaign 
telling the effects of the use of liquor. 


5. That counties which voted dry at 
the last election be designated as dry 
territory until they vote wet.
